Registration 
Changes Are 
Doubtful 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Two 


backers of the voter registration 
amendment approved by Arkan- 
sans in the November general 
election expressed doubts Tues- 
day about proposed changes in 
the registration form. 


State Senator-elect Jim Bran- 


don of Pulaski County said he 
felt the amendment should be 
followed "exactly as written" 
for at least two years, to gain 
experience with it. 


His comment came after the 


state E l e c t i o n Commission 
adopted the registration form 
Monday, providing space for 
designation of the voter's race, 
political party affiliation and 
absentee registration. 


None of the provisions were 


contained in the amendment ap- 
proved by the voters. The leg- 
islature has final authority over 
the form.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


ports circulated toda-j in politi- 
cal, government and farm cir- 
cles that President Johnson will 
name former Tennessee Gov. 
Buford Ellington as secretary or 
undersecretary of agriculture. 


Some sources said Ellington 


may be named to a high advis- 
ory post at the White House. 
The Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation reportedly was making 
a check on him of the type that 


is routine for possible appoin- 
tees to high government posts. 


Ellington returned to Tennes- 


see Tuesday night after visiting 
Johnson at his Texas ranch. He 
said he usually makes such a 
visit during the holidays. In re- 
ply to a question, he said he had 
no plans to leave Tennessee at 
this time. 


The White House has not com- 


mented on the possibility that 
Ellington might take a federal 
post. 


As for the Agriculture Depart- 


ment possibilities, neither Sec- 
retary Orville L. Freeman nor 
Undersecretary Charles S. Mur- 
phy has indicated any intention 
to resign. Nor has Johnson giv- 


en an indication that he wants 
either of them to quit.
